Shortly before noon came l he news

■mamler of the .port, bad been assassin- 
ated at. the new admiralty works as a 
result of his attempting to force the 
employees to WOX-k all day instead of 
celebrating. 

Was Killed in Works 
Tho admiral was killed at the new 
admiralty works, a government institu- 
tion where most of the 2,(100 employed 
there reported for duty at 5 o'clock this 
morning. They wanted to march at 
once in a body and celebrate the Rus- 
sian May day, hut finally agreed to 
work till 2 o'clock. The admiral, how- 
ever, made a speech to the men saying 
that he could not agree to their leaving 
work at 2 o'clock, and the matter was 
left open. At about 9.80 a.m., accord- 
ing to mi official who was at tho gate of 
tiie works, the admiral was emerging 
from a small shop in the works when a 
workman, who had .been concea'ed 
around the corner of the building, leap- 
ed on Kuzmich from behind and drove 
a long •dagger into 'his bark-. The ad- 
miral fell forward on bis face and ex- 
pired immediately. The assassin lied 
into a large forge, where .he was lost 
among the men employed there. The 
works were promptly surrounded by 
troops, and police, but the search for Hie 
murderer was unavailing, his comrade? 
professing ignorance of 'his Identity.

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RUSSIANS DEMAND AMNESTY. 

Outline of Address in Reply to Speech 
„ From Throne, 

St. Petersburg, May 14.— The pro- 
jected reply to the' speech from the 
throne, which will be adopted, lias been 
sent by the Associated Press. Though 
delicately expressed it virtually con- 
tains a demand for the amnesty of poli- 
tical prisoners who are not guilty of 
murder or robbery. In other respects 
the reply seems to be especially de- 
signed to disarm the suspicion that it 
is to be tin; roll of the upper chamber 
to block legislation proposed by the low- 
er house. It contains also an unequivo- 
cal indorsement of a liberal regime. 

Tho debate on the address will be 
protracted, probably occupying two days 
besides 1 he points of universal amnesty 
and abilisbment of the death penally 
laid down in the resolutions of the low- 
er ' house, the document adroitly intro- 
duces the subjects of the abolishment 
of the council of the empire and min- 
isterial responsibility. One paragraph 
calls atehtion to the fact that tho coun- 
cil of the empire is a wall of repara- 
tion between the Emperor and the peo- 
ple. The address points out. as a great 
advantage of the system th e 

Cessation of Attacks on Monarch 

Behind the respectful wording of the 
address there is a suggestion Qf iron 
hand in these words of the paragraph 
regarding amnesty: "There are some 
demands which cannot be refused and 
this is one." 

The workmen are remembered by ref- 
erence in the address to the need of 
amelioration in the condition of labor, 
while for the Poles and other nationali- 
ties, the address, though avoiding the 
word autonomy and insisting upon the 
maintaining of the bonds of empire, 
speaks of the right of each nationali- 
ties to its own language customs and lo- 
cal self administration.

Seattle, May 1 t. — Dr. F. A. Cook ar- 
fived in l his city tonight to complete 
the outfitting of his second expedition 
to reach the top of Mount McKinley, 
Alaska, the 'highest peak in North Amer- 
ica. He will die accompanied on the 
trip by Professor II. O. Parker, of the 
University of New York, a noted moun- 
tain climber: R. W. Parker, who has 
-made .seven Arctic expeditions, and two 
attempts to reach the Arctic pole; It. II. 
Brown, who was with Dr. Cook on his 
first trip, and Fred Prince, an Alaskan, 
Who inade the first, attempt lo roach 
the summit, of Mount McKinley, Wal- 
ter Mi'der, of this city, who was a inem- 
'Ler of Dr. Cook's first expedition, may 
also make the trip as official photo- 
grapher. Dr. Cook states that he has 
perfected an automobile invention to 
travel on ice, and that as soon as he re- 
turns from the present, expedition h < 
will make an effort to reach the South 
pole with its aid, j 



OXDON, ..May 14.— The Canadian 
Associated Press understands

Board of Trade Returns 

The board of trade returns for April 
reported an increase in exports of Brit- 
ish and Irish products over-sea trade. A 
writer in the Birmingham Post says 
that it is time the board altered that 
definition, for much of the exports are 
foreign manufactures repacked and sent 
out of the country.

London & Lancashire Lost $5,000,000 
and Increases Capital. 

Loudon, Slay 14; — An extraordinary 
general meeting of the shareholders of 
the London and Lancashire Insurance 
company today ratified the decision in- 
creasing its capital to .f1,"i,000,000. The 
chairman .sni<l that the latest inform.!-, 
tiou from iSnn Francisco had satisfied 
him that $5,000,000 was the maximum 
loss of the company as a result of the 
recent disaster.

Ottawa, May 7. — (Special) — The en- 
dorsement of the .North Atlantic Trad- 
ing company contract ijy a majority o'' 
fifty-four does not end the affair. It 
needs .still In be explained why a con- 
tract which had been defended aul 
praised by three ministers and many 
supporters; which the superintendent of 
immigration, the deputy minister, and 
the former deputy minister say was 
honorably carried out. should have belli 
cancelled. Whatever else was proved 
in the discussion it was shown that tlie 
company is carrying out the contract 
now as well 11s ever it did. The minis- 
ters assert that they did not tenninnto 
tbo agreement iti consequence of the 
opposition attack or the exposures. Why, 
then, did they cancel it'.' 

Things Not Explained 

It is clear enough that the ministers 
have not giver, the true reason for con- 
cealing the names of the contractors. 

No one has given a satisfactory ex- 
planation of the burning of Deputy 
'.Minister Smart's seiiii-ultleial correspon- 
dence. 

No reasonable explanation has been 
given of the fact that the company was 
described in the 1004 agreement as a 
corporate body chartered in Amster- 
dam, when it was not a corporate body 
and hail no charter anywhere. 

No reasonable explanation has been 
given why the contractors Jast year got 
incorporated in the Island of Guernsey, 
with bogus nntnes of incorporators, uii- 
j less lho t'net that the. law against frau- 
I dulent companies does not apply t> 
I 'Guernsey. 

But the contractors, or someone in 
collusion with them, have secured by 
this time over $300,000 Canadian public 
money, and have as yet eluded the ef- 
fors of those who have tried to find out 
their names and residence. 

The committee of public accounts has 
sent for Mr. rrestou to come from 
England and tell what lie knows, and 
is searching in other qnnitors for in- 
formation. Another committee under- 
stood that information could be obtain- 
ed from Mr. Collier, former secretary 
of .Mr. -Sifton. 'Mr. Collier is- out. of the 
country and cannot be brought as n wit- 
ness by n legal process. ' It is supposed 
that he. will .be willing to come it guar- 
anteed against, arrest in this country. 
This guarantee the government major- 
ity in the eommittee hns refused to nl- 
low. Wherefore Mr. Collier, -who is not 
supposed to foe on cordial terms with 
•his previous employers, will probably 
stay away. 

A Belated Defiance 
■Mr. Sifton, who is still a member for 
' Brandon, took leave of Ottawa -about 
j the time the investigation into this -eou- 
! tract of his hegan, and reappeared the 
day after the vote was taken. Then he 
arose, and demanded accusations 
against, himself, defying everybody find 
anybody to show that, he hail been con- 
nected in any improper way with this 
contract. There is a sort of impression 
that Mr. Sifton might have done the 
country some service by assisting in the 
investigation. He could perhaps do so 
■yet, hut it seems to suit him better to 
stand outside and issue challenges. Mr. 
Tarte, m bis letter to La Fatrie, ex- 
presses the opinion that Mr. Sifton got 
no advantage from this deal. The ex- 
minister of 'public -works suggests that 
the ex-minister of the interior deals in 
larger n flairs. 

Warnings to the Premier 
'Meanwhile there is much pondering 
over the warning of Mr. Bournsaa and 
the solemn example he offered the prem- 
ier. He recalls the fact tbnt Premier 
Ross or Ontario was told ill good time 
to remove the barnacles from his ship. 
He left them there and the ship went 
down. Mr. Bourassa told Lanrier 
very plainly that the federal craft -was 
collecting barnacles with fatal rapidity. 
The iron hand should have been nsed 
on them long ago. If Laurler s proud 
vessel goes toi the bottom some day 
soon, 'Mr. Bourassa will have done his 
duty.

It. was ex- 
plained then by the whip that young 
I Ariuand had told Jiim that he would de- 
cide how to vote after he heard the 
premier. Mr. Lavergnc, senior, was to 
well satisfied with the premier's oration 
that ho was Sure young Ariuand would 
have voted right had he heard him. 
lAmuiid Layergne himself seems to 
have grave doubts on the subject. At 
all events, 'he thought it 'worth while 
to protest against tho whip's classifica- 
tion.

still adhered to the principles then esj 
form .plank, surprised the house by 
reading that part of t'he platform aiid 
appearing to take it seriously. Mr. Mc- 
lutyre and Mr. Scbell said that they 
stil (adhered to the principles then ex- 
pressed, and -were desirous of seeing 
them carried out. They quoted Sir Rich- 
ard iCartwrigbt and other Liberal lead- 
ers, and solemnly argued that their 
pledges still held good. Mr, Melntyre's 
resolution was in favor of senate ap- 
pointments for fifteen years, and com- 
pulsory retirement at. tlie age of eighty. 
The government which appoints sena- 
tors ut the *ige of eighty-two could 
hardly favor this programme, but Sir 
■Wilfrid, with becoming gravity, an- 
nounced that he .-would submit, proposals 
for senate reform to a meeting of pro- 
vincial members to be held at the close 
of this session. Tho 'premier proposed 
that senators be elected by the provin- 
cial legislatures us in t'he United States. 
Sir Wilfrid does not quite relish the 
idea of a steady and solid procession of 
Conservative senators from Ontario, 
.Manitoba and British Columbia, mid so 
suggests that they shall he distributed 
between parties in the. proportion that 
they represent in the legislature. This 
is, of course, impossible, unless four or 
five are elected ut once. But. as nobody 
expects anything to be done about it 
the premier .might, as well talk impos- 
sibilities as anything else. 

Postmasters and the Spoils System 
The doctrine laid down by the post- 
master-general that he has th« right and 
power to dismiss postmasters without 
cause, is the most, stalwart pronounce- 
ment in favor of tlie spoil system that 
has yet been made in the Canadian par- 
liament. 'Mr. Aylesworth could not on 
any other basis defend bis course in' 
dismissing the Oanuington postmaster, 
who was a 'Conservative; and retaining 
scores of others who are Liberals and 
who are also engaged in private busi- 
ness and vocation away from their of- 
fice. The man at. Cannington -was said 
to have had an interest in u small (fro- 
very shop, and he declares that the 
statement is not true. It is certain that 
he personally had nothing to do with 
the business and that he gave his whole 
time to oUieial duties. At least six 
other postmasters were named who 
gave -most of their time to private af- 
fairs find left their office in charge of 
other .people. Every one of them has a 
'higher salary than the postmaster dtej 
missed. Mr. Aylesworth was pressed 
hard to doline the principle upon which 
he dismissed one of these and retained 
the others. He wis also pressed to ex- 
plain why a postmaster was prevented 
from engaging in oilier work, while the 
postmaster-general, with more than ten 
times his official income, could leave his 
office and go into court whenever he. 
wished. There was only one ■way to 
explain this anomaly, and Mr, 'Ay les- 
sor th took it. He said the postmnsters 
overe there at his will and pleasure. He 
could dismiss who 'he wished, when be 
liked, and without giving reasons. This 
is n doctrine which will lie heard by- 
Liberal postmasters through the country 
with some anxiety. There may be a 
change of government some day. 



Exhibition of Dogs Under the 
Auspices of the Victoria 
Kennel Club.

Entries have been received from 
Tacoma, Seattle, Portland, Vancouver 
and New Westminster; and these, 
alongr with the local entries, will make 
as fine a show as has ever been held In 
Victoria. 

H. T. Payne of San Francisco, who 
has been secured as judge, is expected 
to arrive this afternoon, and tomorrow 
he will commence his labors. The 
competition In the different classes is 
very keen and it. is expected that the 
Judge will have his work cut out in 
making some of the awards. Especi- 
ally keen are the setter, fox terrier, 
cocker spaniel and pointer classes. In 
these classes Victorians have some of 
the best dogs on the coast and carried 
off the greater number of the prizes at 
the Vancouver show last week. In 
the "setters Miss Davie, Ci Minor and 
T. P. O'ConiieU will be the biggest ex- 
hibitors from this city; while in the 
cocker spaniels, Crelghton, Goodwin 
have also good entries, while George 
Florence will have several entries in 
the fox terriers.

I statements, published in a paper devot- 
ed to the premier's political Interests, it 
uiny 'be assumed that n seHoUB light 
will 'be on at Ottawa, between the rep- 
resentatives of American and Canadian 
railway interests. Lc Solid, comment- 
ing upon the policy of Mr. Hill as it 
•affects Canadian interests, says: 

"Then, Mr. Hill's intention is to con- 
struct and buy, in the C'anudinn West, 
lateral lines, which, starting from differ- 
ent points in the three provinces, will 
join bis main line of the Great North- 
ern. This project, if it were executed, 
would divert the traffic of the West, to 
United 'States ports, and would deprive 
Canadian lines -and Canadian ports — us 
Montreal, Qudbee, St. John, Halifax, 
etc. — of the trade from the west. The 
Northwest has been settled at the ex- 
pense of the Eastern provinces; rail- 
ways have ibeon constructed, others are 
being constructed so as to join the Hast 
wtih the West and have Ontario, Que- 
bec, New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia" 
profit by the immense traffic in wheat 
and other -ins of the West. The 

trains w iring the traffic of the 

West take back to the West the manu- 
factured products of the East. And if 
Mr. Hill succeeds in his intention to 
have the traffic of the West pass 
through American ports, it would be no 
more the Canadian manufacturers, but 
the United States manufacturers, who 
would supply the settlers of the West 
with what they want. Close relations 
would lie established between the Can- 
adian West and the Slates at. the ex- 
pense of their nation, and annexation 
of the provinces of the West to the 
United States might become, an easy 
thing. Every reason in the world ven- 
ders it a duty for us to oppose Mr. 
Hill's projects. At the least, our gov- 
ernment should not help this dislocation 
of the country by granting subsidies to 
Mr. Hill to have in our country lateral 
lines for his American railway." 



THE "THIN RED" LINE. 

Our epeclal Ottawa correspondent 
furnishes us with some interesting' 
particulars with reference to how ma 
jorlties were made In the last Do- 
minion general elections. This was 
shown by the "thin red line" evidence 
submitted to the election law com 
■ mltlee last week. When the lists for 
certain districts in Manitoba were re 
celved from the. King's printer at Ot- 
tawa, before the last general election, 
they were posted In conspicuous places 
and were the only lists seen by the 
elector*. But the returning officer 
had the privilege of transferring- voters 
from one polling place to another. 
Thus it happened -that In the riding of 
Selkirk] the list for the polling- place of 
Bcausejour had been changed by strik 
ing out with a red line the names of 
41 voters. They were transferred to 
other polls. But no public notice was 
given to them and the list so changed 
was not posted where they could see 
it. Nineteen of them went to the poll 
to which they were assigned by the 
posted list. It appears that eighteen 
of these were Conservatives. Twenty- 
three, who were all supposed to be 
Liberals, received private information 
telling them where to vote, and so 
were able to find the right poll. The 
eighteen Conservatives having no in- 
formation went to the poll where they 
expected to vote, but were refused 
ballots. One was a scrutineer and 
was allowed to vote as such. The 
others by somewhat violent protest In- 
duced the deputy returning officer to 
give them ballots and place their votes 
in a separate envelope. This did not 
do the Liberal party much harm, as 
the votes do not seem to have been 
counted for the purpose of election. 
But it showed that the electors who 
were cheated out of their votes were 
all Conservatives except one, who ap- 
pears to have arrived from Ontario too 
late to secure his private tip. There 
was one other Liberal vote in the en- 
velope, but it is said that the man 
who gave it was a Conservative wjio 
got confused in the excitement of the 
moment and made the mark In the 
wrong place. Not only were the 
eighteen Conservatives sent to the 
wrong poll, but they could get no in- 
formation as to where they ought to 
go, and party workers drove all around 
the neighborhood In the vain hope of 
finding a place where the "red line" 
electors could get in their ballots. The 
witness from the West gave the fur- 
ther Interesting information that the 
"red line" revision was not made by 
the returning officer but by a group of 
machine Liberals who worked In the 
committee room with their parties. 



LE SOLIEL ALARMED. 

Lc -Soliel, we inuy say, is the organ 
of Sir Wilfrid lAurier in Quebec. It 
has grown much alarmed over the plans 
of J. .1. Hill in the west. It is looking 
towards the possible diversion of trade, 
Hi e natural outlet of which, from, a 
(Canadian point of view, is the East- 
ern provinces, through the United 
iStates over the Great Northern lines. 
It publishes a map showing in outline 
the Hill lines and the Canadian lines 
ihrmijfhout the provinces of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. The Hill 
dittos havo their terminus at Duluth, on 
Lake Superior, and from Duluth run 
down to the American ports of New

AN UNUSUAL AND UNPRECE- 
DENTED INCIDENT. 

The clearing of the ladles' gallery In 
the British House of Commons not long 
ago, in consequence of disorderly be 
havlor, is, the London Times says, un 
precedented in recent parliamentary 
history: The disturbance in this in 
stance was caused by some persons 
prominently associated with the 
women's suffrage propaganda. It is, 
however, a reminder of the famous 
incident of) February 2, 1778, which led 
to the total exclusion of ladles from 
that date until after the destruction of 
the old House of Commons by fire In 
1834. Down to 1778 ladies enjoyed 
the privilege, now confined to men, of 
sitting in the strangers' galleries and 
on the benches immediately below 
these galleries. On the occasion re- 
ferred to so many of them were pres- 
ent to hear a great debate on the state 
of the nation that they filled all the 
seats available; and Captain John- 
stone oZ the navy (commonly called 
Governor Johnstone), being angry that 
the House was cleared of all "men 
strangers," amongst whom were some 
friends whom he had Introduced, in- 
sisted that all" strangers should be 
ordered to withdraw, The ladles re- 
sisted so effectually, however, that It 
took two hours to enforce the speaker's 
fiat; and the business created such 
an unfavorable Impression that women 
were thereafter refused admission in 
any circumstances, and their only 
means of catching a glimpse of the 
proceedings was by peeping down the 
ventilator over the large chandelier 
attached to the ceiling. 

It was not until 1836 that the ban 
was removed. Pursuant to the report 
of the select committee in that year, 
accommodation was made for ladies in 
the ladles' gallery, which is technically 
outside of the chambers, but enables 
the occupants to hear and see all that 
goes on below. An order for the ex- 
clusion of strangers does not, there- 
fore, extend to the ladles' gallery. The 
sergeant-at-arms, however, can take 
the law Into his own hands and call 
Into requisition the police at his dis- 
posal for the purpose of keeping order 
in any part of the building. On this 
occasion some of the women were in- 
clined to linger in protest in the cor- 
ridors, but after a few names had 
been taken by the police, they agreed 
to depart quietly and it is understood 
that the matter will be allowed to 
drop, on the condition that the offence 
shall not be repeated. 



USING SEA WATER. 

The question of utilizing salt water 
for protection against fire and for 
abatement of dust has been again 
suggested for consideration. It was 
demonstrated that the supply of water 
for the higher levels, is inadequate 
and that until the larger question, 
which is now before the courts, is 
settled, the necessity of economizing 
our present supply is very apparent. 
A. large amount of water is required for 
the flushing of sewers and the sprink- 
ling of the streets. We are Informed 
that the use of salt water in the busi- 
ness portion of the city would effect a 
great saving and for street sprinkling 
is much to be preferred to fresh water, 
every drop of which requires filtering 
and pumping. Further, that the cost 
jf installing a plant would be very 
small— $5,000 or .JMPO.in all. For the 
purpose of laying dust the sea' water 
Is very effective, and represents a cost 
of about one-third less. Is this not a 
suitable time for the council tj g-ive 
the Important subject consideration? 



The proposnl to celebrate the jubilee 
of Rev. E. Robson's work in this prov- 
ince by the building of a memorial 
chapel in Vancouver is a timely one.

This constrains the Hamil- 
ton 1 1 Spectator to he facetious at their 
expense. It refers to them as a very 
progressive people, inasmuch as they 
havo made another 1111(10 departure. 



The Montreal Herald has this remark 
to make in connection with Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy's address ibefore the Can- 
adian club in London, Eng., in which 
he advised those having to do wilh the 
affairs of the empire, paying a little 
more attention to Canada: 

"A little plain talk of this character 
will do no harm. It will too In the bene- 
fit of all concerned if the British men 
of affairs — nut excluding the King — 
should pay fewer visits to the Contin- 
ent and more lo the Colonies." 



The Engineering and Mining Journal 
has revised its estimate of copper pro- 
duction in the United States, made 
shortly after the end of the year. It 
imakes the sum now 871,034,24:5 pounds, 
instead of 000,0(10,000 pounds, from 
which it appears the .increase of 1005 
over 190-1 was only 6% per cent. The 
domestic consumption of copper, on the 
other hand, showed a very marked in- 
crease, the total representing an aver- 
age of aibout 51,000,000 pounds monthly. 
These statistics are, therefore, very fa- 
vorable, to the supposition that the 
price of copper will 'he well maintained 
during 1000. The stock on band at the 
end of 1905 represented chiefly crude 
copper in transit and in the process of 
refinement. 



A rather interesting statement con- 
cerning British trade appears in the 
second number of the Statistical Ab- 
stract of the Empire. Fifteen years ago 
the total export and import trade of 
the Empire was £970,113,000, which 
had grown to £1 ,30r>,2S;{,000 in 1901 
Of this latter sum 73.3 per cent, was 
with foreign countries and 20.7 per cent 
inter-toloninl trade. In 1890 the per 
centages were 75 and 25 per cent res- 
pectively. There is very little change 
in the ratio of foreign and intercolonial 
trade now and 15 years ago, qnd but 
little in favor of the Empire. There is 
a slight improvement, but only a vigor- 
ous policy of preferential trade relations 
can alter it; and it, of course, all de- 
pends -whether the average Britis'her 
prefers to hold on to! a trade with for- 
eign countries, which, unfortunately for 
the country, is largely an import trade, 
to cultivating better relations with 
the colonies. So far he has preferred 
to take what is in sight, something 
which is obviously much in his favor 
from the standpoint of percentages.

ney's political policy. Sherring will he 
known in Canadian history as the annn 
who made Hamilton famous. Who 
among the Greeks ever heard of that 
place 'beforeV it is proving, as well, a 
very great advertisement for Canada, 
The United States papers, whose editors 
are not above appropriating the term of 
"America" exclusively for their own 
use and ibencfit, are also not above re- 
ferring t<* Sherring as an "American."

SEAT AND LIFE RAFT. 

Placed on Decks of Vessols or Re- 
arranged Into a Life Raft. 

When traveling on the sea It would be 
a great comfort to passengers to know 
that In case of a wreck or storm ample 
facilities were at hand to provide for such 
nn emergency. The limited space on the 
majority of ocean liners does not permit of 
having on board many large lifeboats and 
raits. An excellent scheme <if two Can- 
adian inventors Is to combine the life 
raft with a bench or seat, wlhieh can be 
placed on the decks for lounging purposes 




under ordinary conditions, but which can 
readily bo re-arranged Into a life raft In 
event; of an emergency. It Is so construct- 
ed that In appearance it will represent 
two common dock scats, placed back to 
hack. The backs are hinged to the seats 
of the benches, and the two edges of 
the backs also being hinged where they 
meet. Incased lu the framework of each 
of the .seats are airtight compartments, 
by which do raft is rendered buoyant In 
the event of being placed or thrown In 
the water. When used as a life raft a 
fastening holding the two seats together 
Is released, which allows the hacks to as- 
sume a horizontal position In the water.

John Hylnnd, the well known gen- 
eral merchant and fur trader of Tele- 
graph Creek, at tho headwaters of the 
!»Stikine river, who recently arrived in 
itown accompanied by Airs. Hyland lias 
taken up his quarters at the Hotel Vic- 
toria, 

uVlr. Hyland has much important bus- 
iness to occupy his attention having 
brought down with him some .fltl.OOU 
worth of skins and he has moreover a 
itost of personal friends who claim his 
attention, as anyone who knows him 
■will well understand. Nevertheless, 
with unfailing courtesy he found time to 
accord an interview to a Colinist repor- 
ter who importuned him for .informa- 
tion regarding that interesting and iso- 
lated district of which he iias become 
ti prominent and important . factor. 

lielating the story of his journey 
dawn, Mr. Hyland reports that the 
StUcine river is still, to a great extent, 
'icebound and the water in consequence 
very low — too low indeed, for any form 
iof steam navigation, although as the ice 
begins to more out in the main chan- 
nel there is passage for craft of light 
draft. • - • 

Taking advantage of the earliest op- 
portunity Mr. Hyland and his party 
ina-de the voyage down stream to "VVrali- 
Igle in a scow bringing with him his val- 
uable merchandise. The sloughs are 
still all blocked with ice and snow and 
navigation will not bo possible, he thinks 
for the steamers, much before the end 
of the month, when the snow will have 
melted and the depth of water increased 
This, however, is only the normal con- 
dition of things in the locality at. this 
time of the year. Mr. Hyland, reports 
tho 

General Business Outlook 

decidedly good, the fiir season having 
been fully up to the average yield, pri- 
ces having mean-while advanced in a 
yery satisfactory manner. 

On the subject of game and the game 
Jivws, its protection and hunting gener- 
ally, Sir. Hyland has very strong and 
decided opinions and voices the univer- 
sal opinion of tho locality. Hi? strong- 
ly deprecated the attempts that have 
Ibcen made in certain directions and in 
the press, for the alleged purpose of 
necessary protection, to curtail the priv- | 
ilegea and facilities accorded by govern- i 
jnent to the hunting parties that come 
into the country; in tJie fall of the year 
find contribute so extensively, holh to 
■provincial treasury and to the circula- 
tion of money in the district. 

"It is a splendid hunting country;" 
Enid Mr. Hyland. "Kig game is 'plen- 
tiful — mountain sheep, moose and cari- 
boo. 

The Present Game Law 

is all right: tUe 7itspters as a rule are 
men of means and du not mind the 
(handsome sum they have to nay for 
(license! nor do they grumble at I he num- 
ber of heads the law allows. There have 
been quite a number of applications and 
enquiries from influential quarters ad- 



dressed to myself and others already, 
indicating a numerous influx of these 
visitors in tho fall. 

"Now what 1 want to say is this, 
namely, that 1 should consider it noth- 
ing short of foolishness if these visitors 
should be hampered, of discouraged in 
anyway in deterence to the mistaken 
and purely sentimental ideas of people 
who have no practical knowledge of the 
country or of the game I hey are theoret- 
ically anxious to protect to the detri- 
ment of the province and of the indi- 
viduals who make their living there and 
contribute in large proportion to its rev- 
enues. 

"For these protectionists there is, 
however, an nniplo ticld of endeavor, if 
they are in earnest; and this lies, not 
in protection from tho hunter, but in 
protection from carnivorous wild boasts, 
especially wolves, which infest the 
northern country and do more destruc- 
tion to game in the course of one win- 
ter than all the hunters combined could 
achieve in many years, 

"Such is the position with us at pre- 
sent and the 

Romedy Is Not Far to Seek 
Tho bounty at present is two dollars 
per wolf skin; the lndinn is needy; suf- 
fering as he naturally does more and 
more, as civilization advances, by tho 
infringement of the settlers' Interests, he. 
not infrequently, also knows the weight 
of the white man's burden, a burden he 
is often ill-equipped to bear. 

"Our Indians are line fellows and 
there is no apparent grumbling or dis- 
content amongst them now. I am glad, 
however, that the government, in its 
wisdom saw lit to relax the law relating 
to the taking of beaver .fur, in a coun- 
try impossible to effectually police it 
could only have had the effect of di- 
verting trade into American quarters, 

"lint that is another story," contin- 
ued Mr. Hyland, "and 1 want to say 
that tho remedy I wouhf suggest is as 
follows, needy though the Indian may 
he, it would not pay him to pack his 
wolf skin some hundred miles or moro 
for the sake of S:! and the obvious alter- 
native would be to raise the bounty to 
live or even $7 and let the government 
agent be empowered to pay out imme- 
diately upon the skins produced, mark- 
ing them only in such a manner, to pre- 
vent duplication, as would not preju- 
dice them in the eyes of the dealers to 
whom they are subsequently taken for 
sale. 

"This course." concluded Mr. Hyland, 
"would have the double effect of secur- 
ing n species of real and practical game 
protection in a direction greatly needed 
hut would afford to the Indian a source 
of revenue equally desirable. 

"In mining," said Mr. Hyland, "turn- 
ing to a more prosaic subject, there is 
nothing startling yet of new interest to 
mention, no new strikes, I mean, of 
great importance, but there are three 
companies at work on the creek, well 
equipped with hyTIraulin machinery on 
the ground, namely rhe. Rosella Min- 
ing company the Seattle Improvement 
company and tho Berry Creek Mining 
company nil of which are doing steady 
work with good results. Prospectors 
are coming in and as the surrounding 
districts are practically still unexplored 
I look forward to great developments in 
the near future and am personally well 
assured that my faith in the country 
will be fully justified."

MR. MORSE AT WINNIPEG. 

Somo 1500 Men Busy on tho G. T. P. 
Lake Superior Branch. 

Frank YV. Morse, general manager of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, arrived in the 
city today froui the cast, the private 
car International, of the Grand Trunk, 
being attached to the rear of Canadian 
Pacific train No. 1, says the Winnipeg 
Free PreSd of 'Wednesday. .Mr. Mors" 
spent the 'past few days at Fori Wil- 
liam looking over the work on IllC ter- 
minals of tho Grand Trunk Paciiie 
there, and also inspecting forty miles 
of Hie work on the 'branch line running 
from Fort William to the main lino, 
About 1,500 men are now at work on 
the branch 'line under construction by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, and Mr. 
Morse expressed much satisfaction with 
" e progress of -the work. Ho has mi 
doubt that the work <an be complete I 
during the season of 10(17. The party 
walked several miles along the dump 
and •made close personal Inspection pjf 
tilts work being carried on. Mr. Mirso. 
will leave today for Edmonton, going 
.west over the CX.lt.. 



Howard Schwortn, a mining engi- 
neer, son of W. P, Sch'werjn, manager 
of the Pacific . Mnll Steamship Com- 
pany, who arrived Saturday from An- 
tbfagasta, Chill, on board the British 
ship Inverelydo, in an Interview given 
to a Colonist reporter told of tragic 
occurrences' during the strike of the 
watci front workers at the Chilian port. 

"About 120 lives were lost during tho 
rioting," said Mr. Schwerln. "That is 
a conservative estimate. They were 
mostly Chilians, though one English- 
man was brutally killed. I think ho 
was the only Anglo-Saxon killed. The 
Englishman, named Rogers, son ot a 
merchant at Iqulque, was employed by 
the Antofagasta & Bolivia Railway, 
anil on the second day of the strike 
some of the mob mistook him for a 
Spaniard who was one of the volunteer 
guard which had killed many strikers 
on the previous day. Rogers was at- 
tacked by the strikers and tried U> use 
his revolver. As revolvers sometimes 
do when they are most needed, this one 
refused to work, and when Rogers 
found his weapon would not work he 
took to bin heels. The strikers chased 
him and were overtaking him when be 
took shelter in the low doorway of the 
house of a peon, where be again tried 
to make use of his revolver, without 
effect. The strikers, who had him at 
bay In the doorway, began pelting him 
with stones and he was soon bleeding 
as a result of wounds caused by the 
missiles. He sank prostrate not far 
front the peon's door, and the mob 
rushed on to him, literally jumping the 
life from ills bruised body under their 
boots. He was already dcril when 
I one of the strikers took a revolver and 
fired it point blank In the face of the 
1 dead man. 

"The rioting started as a result of the 
] attempt of strikers to take the arms 
! from tlu volunteer guard. The strike 
followed the organization of the various 
branches of waterfront workers into a 
union, the dock laborers, lancheros 
employed on lighters, and other work- 
ers having left work soon after the 
union was formed. The discovery of 
j new nitrate deposits/has resulted in a 
boom "at Antofagasta. and the strike 
was well timed. ' When the strike 
occurred a number of Spaniards and 
other foreigners doing business at An- 
tofogasta formed' 'what they called a 
guard of honor and paraded in the 
plaza, armed with Winchesters and 
other weapons. The plaza was crowd- 
ed with strikers and the general popu- 
lace. Somo of the strikers, it seems, 
went to where the guard was assein- 
I bled and tried to take the rifles away 
from some of them. Those men tired 
j at the strikers «ind about the same 
! time the military, which ■ had been 
i called out, arrived on the opposite side 
of the plaza, and the commander, 
I thinking the strikers were firing on 
! the populace, opened fire. The strikers 
'caught between the two fires, lost u 
i number. In all there were about forty 
! strikers and bystanders killed when the 
cross lire was on. The plaza was soon 
j cleared. though. ami the dead and 
| wounded were removed. 

"The dead were gathered from the 
plaza into carts and carted out to the 
outskirts of the city, where they were 
interred en masse in a big pit. Who 
they were their friends did not know 
for many -.lays. I believe, though, they 
were mostly Chilianos, for. as far as I 
could learn there were only one or two 
Spaniards killed ot'her than the natives, 
and the only lOnglish-spea king foreigner 
killed was Rogers, who, as I have told 
you, was stoned to death. Alter the 
plaza was cleared when the tii'st out- 
break took place, the lancers came up- 
on the scene and started lo clear the 
streets. The hot-blooded Chilianos 
were much worked up over the killing 
in the plaza, and several incipient out- 
breaks occurred within the next few 
days. Any of the members of the guard 
of honor who were found outside the 
protection of the troops were killed, and 
if was. as a result of bis 'being mistaken 
lor one of the Spaniards belonging to 
this guard that Rogers lost his life. 

"The lancers rode up and down the 
streets, and wherever three or four per- 
sons "Were gathered even they were dis- 
persed. Every little gathering was 
quickly separated, and many of Chose 
who persisted in congregating wore kill- 
ed .by the troops. II was estimated that 
in all 120 were killed during the six 
days of the rioting. Then (lie Chilian 
gunboats Blanco ami Admiranto Prtilt 
arrived nt Antofagstn in response to 
summonses by I lie authorities, and land- 
ing parties were sent ashore lo. picket! 
the streets. The arrival of the sailors 
ended the rioting, and quiet wns soon 
restored. 

'•'Antpfngstn is booming. Big strikes 
of nil rate have been made, and the 
business of Antpfngstn is, in conse- 
quence, increasing in leaps and bounds. 
Because of the Increased business a 
new port is being bail I named Mexillutc 
about ten miles to the north. The strike 



caused the blockade of much freight on 
the docks at Autofagsta, and many 
ships were delayed. I expect that the 
coming season will be a very busy one 
in iChili. 

"When the British ship Invcrclyde 
■war, bound north while in the longitude 
of Snn Francisco on the date of the 
earthquake a 'heavy hurricane wns ex- 
perienced about , r > p.m. The. storm wns 
a very sudden one and very heavy. Cap- 
tain King, of the Invercylde, said mi 
arrival he thought, it .was due to the 
■San Francisco disturbance. Of course, 
wo 'had not the faintest idea of any dis- 
aster having occurred, and t'he news .has 
worried me very much. 1 have sent a 
telegram enquiring about the safety ot 
my father, Mr. Scbwerin, of the Pacific 
Mail 'Steamship Co., who was living iit 
tho Palace hotel -when it: -was destroyed.

TESTED WATER PRESSURE. 

Examination Into Fire Fighting Facili- 
ties in James Bay District. 

The second test of the water press- 
ure was tnnde yesterday afternoon in 
the presence of Aldermen Fullorton 
and Douglas, Chief Watson and Water 
Commissioner Haymur. The section 
tested was in the .lames Bay district, 
and after trying three hydrants the 
committee came to the conclusion that 
the pressure In this section was very 
good. 

The first hydrant to be tried was at 
the corner of Menzlcs and Quebec, 
streets. Tho steam engine DcIugGwas 
taken over and given a good try-out, 
and showed itself to bo in practically 
tho same, condition as when it arrived 
in this city, which was in 1869. 

From this hydrant two streams were 
laid by the James Bay company, one 
with a three-quarter-lnph nozzle and 
the other with an inch-and-a-quarter. 
Without the aid of the engine tho 
hydra nf Sbowd a. pressure of 56 pounds, 
and witli the engine two good streams 
wore found to be available. 

The next test was at the corner of 
Menzles and Kimono streets, whore the 
pressure was 15 pounds, but as this Is 
practically the highest, point in tho 
T.zy district, it Is considered good. 

The third and last lest, was made at 
the junction of Simcoe street and 
Dallas road, near the outer wharf. 
This point is low and a pressure or 
85 pounds without the aid of the en- 
gine was given. Tho same two 
streams were used and with the aid 
nf an engine the streams were thrown 
over the top of the DallaR Hotel. This 
was considered satisfactory to the 
committee and no further test was 
made, 

■ On the whole, the test Is considered 
a very satisfactory, one and the com-

THE UNIVERSITY QUESTION. 

Delegation From Methodist Conference 
Interviews the Government. 

A delegation from the Methodist con- 
ference, consisting of Rev, Drs. John 
Potts, W. J. Sipprcll, J. H. White and 
Rev. John I<\ Betts, representing the 
clergy, and the following laymen, T. R. 
Pearson, New Westminster, R, AV. Har- 



ris, K. C. Vancouver; .David Spencer. 
Victoria; Mayor George Bell, Enderby 
and W. Manson, M.,'P. P., Nanilimo, 
yesterday morning, interviewed the 
provincial government to lay before it 
the views of the conference regarding 
the establishment of a provincial uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Potts, educational -secretary of 
the Methodist church in Canada, rep- 
resented the views of that organization 
on education. Ho stated that they 
were fully cognizant of the importance 
of the highest educational advantages 
being secured by the rising generation, 
but considered such should he provided 
by the province. The Methodist body 
was commit teed to the idea of n pro- 
vincial university, and deprecated any 
suggestion that tended towards any pri- 
vate corporation or denominational in- 
stitution being considered at the head of 
higher education facilities. Mc(Jill uni- 
versity had created some unrest in the 
matter, and he would be glad if the gov- 
ernment would state specifically what 
was intended to be done. 

On behalf of the Methodists he was 
prepared to say they would fall into 
line were a provincial university de- 
cided upon, and wished to. impress upon 
the premier the importance of a definite 
lino of action being made public before 
the meeting of the general quadrennial 

.,.■■ -„.-„.,..o jv Mr„.fn„l. wI'Mj will be 
held during September pf this year. 

Hon. Richard McBrhle, on behalf of 
the government stated that they ful- 
ly realized the importance of the mat- 
ter. The institution of a provincial uni- 
versity would be a good and wise move, 
but there were many matters to be con- 
sidered before such a thing could be 
accomplished. There was no doubt, 
however, that everything would be done 
by the government in this direction that 
was possible. . The recent act concern- 
ing ' McG ill university had given 1hat 
body no special advantage and when 
the time came, a provincial university 
would be built. He thanked the dele- 
gation for laying the matter before the 
government, and promised that its rep- 
resentations' would receive the most 
careful consideration.

SOLICITOR FOUND DEAD. 

The following Is a cutting from the 
Maryleboae Times (London, Lug.) of 
March n last: 

The death of William Saunders Sebright- 
Green, aged 7t1, a retired solicitor and 
commissioner of oaths, who died suddenly 
at 45 Lelusler square, Bayswater, on Sun- 
day, was Inquired Into on Tuesday morn- 
ing by Mr. W, Schroder. 'Esther Sebright- 
Green, the widow, residing at IS Grove 
End road, St. John's Wood, said that dur- 
ing her absence In Scotland, her husband 
had resided at 48 Lelnster square, Alfred 
Cox of Lelnster square, a boarding 
house keeper, said the deceased came to 
(IK? house about the middle of December, 
lie USd to go out dally, and on Sunday 
last was very cheerful and bad his meals 
iih usual. After dinner he went out, ami 
ON his return In t be afternoon seemed 
apparently quite well, and went to his. 
room. Enter In the evening the waiter 
came and said ho could not gain admis- 
sion Into the bathroom ami bivnlory. He; 
got through the window and opened the; 
door and then saw Mr. Green lying In a 
corner of the room, quite dead. Dr. Hut- 
tar, K> Kensington Garden square, said 
the man had been dead some hours when 
he saw him. lie had since made a post 
mortem examination, and found the heart 
tnlce Its normal size, very fatty and dis- 
eased, and itio arteries also were diseased, 
There was a small clot of blood In the 
bag of the heart, /lue to the rupture of 
one of the small arteries. 'Heath was due 
to syncope, following heart disease. A ver- 
dict uf "natural causes' wns returned. 



The postponed inquest into the cause 
of the death of May Duval, infant 
child of Mr. and Mrs. Duval of North 
Park street, begun January VI, was 
concluded yesterday, when the jury 
returned the following; verdict to the 
coroner. Dr. Hart: "We iind that the 
child May Duval died us n result of 
natural causes, and from the evidence 
given there in nothing to indicate that 
the death of the child was due to the 
use of Dr. Steedman's Soothing Pow- 
ders." 

The child died Homo months ago, 
after having been given doses of 
Steedman's Soothing Powders by the 
mother, and an Inquest was held. 
After hearing the evidence of parents 
and medical men, which failed to show 
cause of death and tended to cast sus- 
picion on the medicine, the easo was 
adjourned on different occasions to. 
permit an analysis of the contents of 
the stomach of the' deceased child and 
the residue of the patent medicine 
being made by Dr. Fagan, provincial 
health officer. This was done, and 
yesterday Dr. Fagan gave evidence re- 
garding the analysis. 

Dr. Fagan said ho was a medical 
practitioner and qualified analyst. He 
had made a post mortem examination 
of deceased and taken the contents of 
the 'stomach for purposes of analysis, 
as well as specimens of the medicine 
which he received from the police. Ho 
had found no poisonous substance In 
the contents of the stomach, nor had 
he found any of the ordinary poison- 
ous substances In the contents of the 
medicines. Not finding any poison, 
ho had not made a qualitative analysis; 
this was not necessary. Ho had failed 
to find anything to Indicate the cause 
of the death, but from the evidence ho 
had heard he concluded that death was 
due to convulsions. It wns certainly 
not due to the medicine that death bad 
resulted. 

D. Rogers, counsel for the manufac- 
turers of Steedman's Soothing Tow- 
dors, read a lengthy affidavit made In 
London on January SO by Frederick 
Arthur Crisp and John Arthur South, 
manufacturers of the medicine, In 
which they stated that they had been 
enguged In the manufacture of the j 
powders for 30 years and that manu- 
facture had been carried on by the firm j 
for 80 years In the same, manner as at i 
present; that the preparation was j 
gentle in operation and not injurious 
when administered according to direc- 
tion; that it contained none of the 
poisons mentioned in either of tho 
parts of the schedule of the British 
Pharmacy Act of 1S68, regulating the 
sale of poisons, and no poison of any 
kind. John Arthur South, manager of 
the company, one of the affiants, said 
the ingredients were mixed in small 
quantities, not exceeding 40 ounces, to 
ensure equal distribution of the in- 
gredients, and in the course of the 
firm's experience no case had resulted 
where death or injury was caused to 
any child by tho taking of the pow- 
ders. Allegations had been made, but 
these were influenced by interest or ill- 
will and had never been proved. Xn 
November, 1904, a. child named J. H. 
William Mason had died at Hammer- 
smith, London, and an Inquest wns 
held, as it was stated one of Steed- 
man's Soothing Powders had been 
given before death. Examinations and 
analyp«s of samples of the powder 
were consequently made by Dr. H. 
Wilson Hake. Ph. D., F. I. C, F. C. S., 
who gave evidence at the Inquest — a 
shorthand report of his testimony was 
submitted — that there were no poison- 
ous substances in the medicine. Copy 
of analysis by .1. Kear Colwell. F. I. C, 
public analyst for Holborn, Finsburv 
and Bedford, to the same effect wns 
also Included. Tho powders had been 
exonerated from all suspicion bv the 
jury In the ease of the Mason child. 

After hearing the evidence, the Jury 
returned a verdict as above. 

Mr. Frank Higglns was present for 
the parents of the deceased child.
